The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No prior art has been found to anticipate or render obvious the presently claimed subject matter. 
Specifically, none of the prior art of record discloses the combination of the limitations presented 
including the warpage preventing protrusion formed on the guide step to provide a recess 
portion at a selected region of the guide step (claims 1, 27); 

the guide step having a front surface adiacent to the front face of the second connection part, the 

front surface and the front face being coplanar (claims 24, 31) 

the warpage preventing opening formed at a corner at which the side face, the front 

face and the guide step met each other, the warpage preventing opening being extended 

from a connection slot ajacent to the side face (claim 41).
